So ended Nero as far as 
the vision and knowledge of man goes, and that is generally 
that he has been transmogrified into a monster of the deep 
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a demon of space, anything you like to give name to, only 
you must Hush! when kings pass away, for people say 
king of kings, lord of lords, and worship the memory of 
great men no matter whether good or bad, as far as honour 
goes they are the successful men, and the minds of the 
masses become so conglomerated that humanity as a world 
becomes a round ball (so to speak) rolled up and down the 
lines of time, and after generations kept going, so you see 
what it is to understand the rotundity of public opinion and 
popular creeds. Having spoken so much about Nero and 
the public of the time, and having hinted at the Christian 
massacre and persecutions, let us come on further in the 
track of time, andsee what kind of a creature the Nero of the 
present day is. Are there any amongst you? What kind of 
a spirit constitutes a Nero? and what is the distinction 
between mind and spirit! We will try to govern our 
thoughts and use our words, as well as teach others, in a 
perfectly reasonable and faithful way, so that Christians of 
all denominations may understand, no matter what sect, 
for sects and parties must be looked into, and their interests 
and differences must amalgamate and become emerged into 
one great Unity, so that Christ and his living hosts can 
govern the mind and heart while living in the flesh among 
the opposing and conflicting elements of Atheism, Neroism, 
and Bigotry. Let us pray then friends that we may become 
wise—not in our own conceit—but wise in Christian know- 
ledge. There is a Love somewhere in the soul that will 
act as a glass to the intellect through which you can look up 
to God, aud through which glass you can see clearly into 
the many labyrinths of the human world, you can read 
character through this magnifying and beautifying spiritual 
glass, and the light of God shines upon the mind when the 
Christian Pilgrim has found it, and can use it, it is the 
love of God through Christ. I say there is a love some- 
where in the soul clear as a diamond, a jewel to the owner 
that will be worn by him in the halls of the many man- 
sions in heaven. Some people say “ Love is blind,” not a 
spiritual love of Christ, it is only the passions that are blind. 
Tt was so with Nero, his passions were fired up with his 
belief in the Demons of Ancient Mythology. It was the 
boiling blood in the veins of that body that cruelly mutil- 
ated the spiritual Christians of that period. The blood 
passions of man are like so many burning fires in the 
deserts of the human soul; they attract the senses of the 
mind and body, and in ancient Egypt, Greece, and Rome 
the gods kindled these wild fires of the soul; or rather 
‘the belief in them fostered the vile blood-thirsty feelings 
of the sensual body, and they thought these passions were 
governed by the gods, so the spiritual conscience and Chris.

Nero was a clever man educated in the learning of that 
age.

The world, so 
that I can keep poverty from the door. Ah! what makes 
poverty? A mistrust in Providence, doubt, indifference to 
truth or God. You seldom hear of that invisible angel 
peace dwelling amongst the money changers and stock 
brokers of to-day, they only laugh at Christian love, peace 
and good will, and call you to task if you speak to them 
from under the counter or desk about their souls—that 
monitor of heaven that keeps accounts correctly and will 

not acknowledge gold in the many mansions above. O- 
good people of England, the time is not far distant, let us 

hope when there will be a renewal of the Christians lease 

in the world under different laws when men will learn to 

worship truth as Christ did when he said “ Render unto 

Cesar the things that are Cesars.” 

Now let us see if we can climb the mountains in soul 
land. I don’t mean dream-land, I mean the world within 
us that which God calls his—our never dying souls. Some 
Christians doubt whether we are given to know anything 
about the book within printed by the hand of providence 
through life and indelibly cast upon the waters of the next 
world.

O man, whata 
misconception a malformation in the womb of the brain, an 
idiot forsooth, an animal born in the caves of mental dark- 
ness, a bat coming out at night when the bright sun has 
gone down, because God’s light of truth is too much for his 
decriped mind, he wants no master, no superior soul, no 
Saviour. What a self-conceited uncongenial 
ture, a creature it is true but without the grace of God, no 
hope, no trust, no love beyond flesh, no light, in fact an 
agnostic, cynic, stoic—a dry fossil of dead geology.

I put 
great stress on a faith in God, the very fact of a man put- 
ting his will into the hands of God makes him more or less 
an obedient and faithful servant of Christ, and his actions 
will be in accordance to law and order, every sensible man 
or woman feels quite sure that God is the Author of law 
and order, and being so, why not we, His children, become 
subjected to his infinite will.

Men may make 
boundaries, build high walls, pile up bricks and morter, 
call them churches and chapels, houses of God, &c., but we 
must not mistake the letter for the Spirit or the paper book 
for the truth. The spirit of man is not mortal, and the 
body of man is not dirt while he lives on earth, there is a 
difference between truths of the body and truths of the 
Spirit, and itis our duty to look beyond faith into the 
light of Wisdom. Let no man call that unclean, &c., 
remember Peter’s vision. Give your hearts unto wisdom, 
a man has but little faith who doubts the power of God 
upon the soul, and J am sorry to say with Bunyan there 
_are many great hearts with little faith. O what a puzzling 





positive minds pronounce themselves such, and affirm loudly 
and fast they are, but he that will not listen to that still 
small voice within—that man who would quench the spirit 
within and go about like a warrior in red clothes shouting 
salvation, using the name of Christ in every sentence re- 
specting his words again and again, you may be sure there 
is something wrong, the peaceful spirit does not cry war ! 
neither does he publish the “ War Cry’ amongmen. No, 
friends, the waters of the soul-world are still troubled with 
sin, man needs that spirit which can command the waves to 
be still. Many who doubt the voice of the soul become 
lost in their researches for truth. I do not say lost in 
death. No, I mean the mind and senses become cloudy, 
dull, sluggish, anda kind of soul winter sets in. and you 
will find them set fast in a kind of crystalised religion with 
the same vocabulary and round-about talk day after day. 
A man with the gift of soul knowledge one who thinks 
of God‘and loves Him will not bother you with dogmas or 
so called doctrine. The truth comes into the mind without 
Doctors of Divinity, and a man can find his peace of God 
without the cure of souls in the form of parson or priest, we 
do not want human ingenuity, the machinery of professing 
men will not turn out so many good Christians after all. 
They are artificial but perhaps better than none, what we 
are working for is to uncover the mind, generally it has 
been wrapped up so close and buried in so much theological 
stuff, that the thinking faculties have become well nigh 
smothered, stifled with the denunciations of the State 
Church and Theologians and religious rulers of the people. 
(No matter King James nor Nero cannot stop the progress 
of divine truth, we claim the divine privilege of talking to 
God and listening to the divine echoes of that world within), 
Yes, friends and believers, Christ is come whenever you feel 
as though you were not alone. How many have said “the 
Spirit is within me,” and the jealous priest has called it the 
devil, so making the child of God tremble with fear and 
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sink at his feet pleading for mercy, and to-day some tell 
you more about the devil that goeth about like a roaring 
lion than Christ the Comforter, but, thank God, the time is 
fast approaching when His children shall flock together in 
England, and one and all shall know the Lord. 

And now, my friends, let us finish this paper, as I would 
have you understand the difference between the Nero of 
blood passion and violence, and the cruelties connected 
therewith through hundreds of long years—ah! shall I say 
thousands, 

Millions of souls have gone hence through the devils of

CRITICISM OF SPIRITUAL FAITH, 


Which appeared in No. 1 of the “ Psychological Magazine,” from the 
pen of R. Wortley.

“In Rome there once lived a man called Nero,” 
—indeed, how wonderful! Commenced in quite a fairy-tale 
style, cannot our author give dates? 

I was not aware that Zords and Dukes were used as titles 
in Rome at that time. 

So Nero was a King of the Romans; indeed? I thought he 
was an Emperor, and reigned A.D., 54-68. 

«A Napoleon of his times, (as our author says) an arrogant 
tyrant (in fact) a character such as would not be tolerated in 
the 19th century,” indeed? we have our Bismarck, our Sultan, 
and our Czar—are they not equal to a Nero? 

‘¢In the course of nature he (Nero) died””—how curious, 1 
thought Nero did not die a natural death. 


Wortley know this? “His spirit caught up to the gods, or 
otherwise disposed of by the laws of Nature;” this is almost 
laughable. Are not Mind and Spirit synonymous? What is 
death but a natural transition, giving entrance to another form 
of perception, which may be higher or lower according to the 
use or abuse of intelligence in the present form? Evidently 
Mr. Wortley believes in Nero’s God, or he would not use the 
words as he has done, and surely mind and Spirit are super- 
natural, and therefore not amenable to the laws of nature. 

I should like to know where Mr. Wortley gets his authority 
for stating that, “Nero has been transmogrified into a monster 
of the deep, a demon of space, &c.” 

He does well to say ;—“ and, having hinted at the Christian 
massacres and persecutions, &c.,’’ very vaguely, why does he 
fail to give full particulars, details, or even dates? It is self- 
evident that our authors’ knowledge of Roman history is very 
limited, 

Does he know the character of Constantine, the first Christian 
Emperor of Rome? If not here is a lightning sketch :—He 
strangled his father-in-law Maximilian,A.D.310. Hestrangled 
his brother-in-law Licinius, A.D. 324. He publicly disgraced, 
and privately murdered his eldest son Crispus in July A.D. 
325. He suffocated his wife Fausta, in the steam of a bath, 
which for that purpose, had been heated to an extraordinary 
degree. His nephew, the Cesar Licinius he strangled also. 
This Christianity (sic) made laws for disobeying which the 
offenders were cast to the beasts, or burnt alive. To burn men 
alive became avery common punishment to the disgrace of 
Christianity. At last it was thought too cruel for traitors, 
murderers, poisoners, paricides, &c., and only fit for heretics.’ 
Where is the Christian love of Constantine ? 

In what religion does bigotry exist more so than in the 
Christian religion ? 

Let Mr. Wortley study Buddhism, before he begins to speak 
Christianity, -- where are you going to get your Occult 
Philosophy from,—not from Christianity surely? You must go 
to the Parsee, the Brahmin, and the Buddhist ! 

Poor, unlearned ignorant Christian—any power you ever 
possessed in the world is broken and fast dying out. When 
Mr. Wortley speaks of Nero, and his passions being fired by 
his belief in the Demon of Ancient Mythology, he should call 
them gods, for the Christian religion is another Mythical one, 
and has its several gods, &c.

In one of the noblest of his prose works a great poet has 
represented Spiritual Truth as an image broken into a 
thousand pieces, each of which has been taken by a reli- 
gious sect, moulded with dross and formed into a new image 
for the followers of that particular sect to worship. The 
realization of Milton’s parable is the first step towards the 
advancement of Spiritualism. If we once possess the liber- 
ality to own that there is an element of good in every 
system, and that our own has in it defects which may be 
lacking in other forms of worship not so blessed in respect 
to demonstrative proofs, we have made a great stride to- 
wards spreading our doctrines. 

The best way to propagate a faith or arouse a spirit of 
enquiry with regard to any science is to make the lives of 
its propounders bear witness to its worth. Toleration, for- 
bearance, and brotherly love are the virtues most valuable 
in a missionary whether it be of the orthodox faith or that of 
the Gospel of Reason and Truth. To a man of ardent 
feeling it is sometimes difficult to distinguish between 
earnestness and bigotry. How many an intelligent in- 
quirer has been lost to our cause because, having expressed 
his doubts of the phenomena, he has been repulsed by some 
impatient person, perhaps more advanced but less reason- 
able than himself. A man who is too ready to believe in 
these things is after all but a credulous creature who may 
become the dupe of imposture ; and who by his very nature 
fosters imitation of the Spiritual Phenomena by the un- 
scrupulous. We have not enough respect for the brave 
man, who says: ‘‘I cannot believe.’—What we want is 
more investigators who absolutely refuse to believe without 


| seeing and knowing the facts for themselves. 


Making converts is naturally the first step in the devel- 
opement of a community, and yet it is of almost equal im- 
portance to cement a bond of union between the Members ; 
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some organization is necessary ; indiffereace or apathy in 
any one Member is fatal to the existence of the whole 
body. Splits, so common in'our societies, should be avoided 
as our growth is criticised by those adverse to our move- 
ment. 

A fine old Welsh minister on one occasion compared a 
disorganized religious community to a human body that 
had been pulled to pieces by an unskilled hand, the bone 
that should have been in the heel chose to act asthe golden 
bowl in which the brain should have been deposited. The 
natural consequence followed; the coarse heel bone was 
not of the refined quality suitable for containing the brain, 
nor could the vessel displaced by it; form a useful or 
comely part of the foot; disorder ensued in all the physical 
organs, and the human body became useless and unsightly. 

The’ social element is very strong in the nature of 
every Englishman, though as a race we have the name of 
being reserved and quiet. At our social gatherings, which 
unfortunately are too rare in our life, we find that the 
seemingly coldest individual expands under the warmth of 
sympathy, and of the marvellous power of that ‘touch of 
nature’ which makes the whole world akin. Why should 
these social gatherings not be held with the sole and 
avowed object of bringing friends together, and of giving us 
an opportunity for mutual improvement by a wholesale 
exchange of ideas? The positiveists from whom we have 
much to learn, in this respect, hold these friendly meetings 
very regularly, an institution which has been found invalu- 
able as a means of elevating the tone of their society. 

There ‘should be sympathy between the advocates of 
spirit intercourse, and the messengers of the spirits. I 
anticipate a golden era in the history of Spiritualism only 
when all our mediums shall find harmony in their audi- 
ences, and less cavilling over trifles among those whom they 
serve as instruments for the transmission of thought. 

The literature in connection with our cause is becoming 
more general and more interesting to the masses—accounts 
of phenomena which a general reader would mistrust, and 
deem increditable are rapidly being superseded by more 
attractive essays and debates on questions bearing on 
Spiritual and intellectual developement. This I regard as 
a great step towards the advancement of our cause with the 
masses, 

I hope, too, that the day is not far distant when the little 
ones will have attractive stories, pictures, etc., provided for 
them so that a race of young vigorous investigators may be 
ready to appreciate what we have to offer them from our 
platforms.

While the old theories respecting ghosts are now ex- 
ploded, mysteries of an equally puzzling description have 
been found and written about by that curious body, “The 
Society for Psychical Research.” We collect some very 
strange accounts of “apparitions”? from a book issued by 
the Society, to which, by the way, two of our editors have 
contributed. 


The wife of Mr. Arthur Severn, landscape painter, about 
seven o'clock one morning woke up with the impression of 
having received a hard blow, and that her lip was bleeding; 
later she discovered that her husband about the same time, 
while in a boat, was struck by a tiller, and his lip. badly 
cut. 


On March 3, 1860, Miss Jessie Wilson sailed for India 
in the ‘Earl of Hardwicke,’ a slow sailing vessel, expecting 
to arrive about June 19th: on June 5th, Rev. John Drake 
minister of the Wesleyan church, at Aberdeen, called on 
Mr, Wilson, and confidently assured him that the vessel had 
- at that time completed its voyage safely ; subsequent in- 
formation proved the correctness of the statement. 


While walking in a country lane, a young girl, then 
about ten years of age (now Mrs. Bettany, of Eckington 
Villas, Ashbourne Grove, Dulwich), had so forcibly an im- 
pression of seeing her mother lying on the floor in a par- 
ticular room of the house, that she called for a doctor, and 
returned with him in time to save the life of her mother who 
had been attacked by heart disease, no one in the house at 
the time knowing of her illness. 


Mr. Kenlemanns, of 34, Matilda Street, Barnsbury, N., 
on October 3, 1883, wrote to his wife at Worthing, to take 
care that the youngest child, about 13 months old, did not 
fall out of bed, adding, as the result of a strong impression 
“T am almost certain he has met with such a mishap this 
very morning”; it subsequently transpired that the child 
had met with such an accident a few minutes before he 
wrote this letter. 


Mr. Frederick Wingfield, of Belle Vue, Isle en Terre, 


Cotes du Nord, France, on Thursday, March 25th, 1880, 
dreamed that the figure of his brother appeared to him, and 
the effect of impending evil tidings was so strong, that he 


made an entry, “ Appearance, God forbid”; about the

result of injuries received in a fall while hunting with the 
Blackmore-vale hounds.

Two 
days later the reality of the vision came to the house in the 
person of the girl’s mother, whom Reddell had never seen, 
and who in no respect resembled the daughter. 


A gentleman who is certified to be “ of good position,” 
but whose name is withheld, relates that, in March, 1876, 
while residing in a small agricultural parish in the Kast of 
England, he heard the front’ gate open and shut, footsteps 
on the path, anda sound of quick, panting, laboured 
breathing, followed by ‘a “shriek,” a prolonged wail of 
horror ‘which seemed to freeze the blood.” It transpired 
thé next) morning, that a neighbour, with whom he had 
conversed during the day, had, at that exact time, taken a 


,| glass of prussic acid, and with a scream (which, according 


to ordinary physical laws, could not have been heard at 
such a distance), fallen dead on the floor. 


Mr. Robert Browning, while in Florence, met with Count 
Guinase, of Ravenna, who professed clairvoyant powers; on 
Mr. Browning handing to him a gold shirt-stud, the Court 
said, “‘There is something here which cries out in my ear, 
‘Murder, murder!’ ”’ The shirt-stud was one taken from 
the dead body of a great uncle killed on his estate at St. 
Kitts, about eighty years previously; but Mr. Browning 
had not communicated the connection of the stud with that 
event to any one in Florence. 


Mrs. Muir, of 42, Holland Park, W., states that in 1849 
she was dressing her second boy, aged five years, for morning 
service, on Sunday, when he said, “‘ Mother, Cousin Janie is 
dead!’? The next Cape mail brought the news that the girl, 


>| who had been badly burnt the night before, had died on 


that Sunday. 


Bishop Wilberforce, while in his library at Cuddesdon, 
suddenly exclaimed “I am certain that something has hap- 
pened to one of my sons!” It subsequently transpired that 
his eldest son, who was at sea, just at that time sustained a 
severe injury to his foot. 


Mr. Robert Castle, estate agent to many of the Oxford 
colleges, mentioned that while at Didcot he continuously 
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became aware, without any communication by letter, of the 
approaching visit of his brother; and on inquiry it transpired 
that his feeling was coincident with the time when the 
brother first received from his employers “his instructions, 
or knew of the arrangement for him to come.” 

Mrs. Paris, neé Griffiths, of 33, High Street, Lowestoft, 
writing under date, April 30th, 1884, states that about 
twenty years ago they were expecting the return of a 
member of the family, when she found her sister looking 
into a pool of water, apparently witnessing an awful scene 
without being able to help. On being somewhat restored 
to her ordinary condition, she declared that she had wit- 
nessed the expected friend drowning, and the intelligence 
arrived that he had thus met with his death, when about

A remarkable anecdote is told of the performance of the 
Fair Penitent in the town of North Walsham, Norfolk, in 
1788. 

In the last act, where Calista lays her hand on the skull, 
a Mrs. Barry, who played the part, was seized with an in- 
voluntary fit of shuddering, and fell on the stage. 

During the night her illness continued, but the following 
day she sent for the stage-keeper and inquired whence he 
procured the skull.

SOCIAL; POLITICAL, AND RELIGIOUS.

A thoughtful mind cannot look round on the present 
state of things without feeling distressed, and wondering 
how all is to be improved. If we take the Social condition, 
what do we see? Almost all human beings, from the lowest 
to the highest, struggling to rise to wealth and position with 
but little regard as to the means, whether by lying, cheat- 
ing, or hypocrisy, and often by all three; concerned but 
little as to how they crush down their brothers and sisters 
in the battle of life, as long as their own selfish wants are 
satisfied. [hese feelings and aims in the individual stand 
out strong'y in the acts of Societies, Parties, Governments, 
and Nations. gold the idol of the day, is 
worshipped ; everywhere selfishness is rampant ; the people 
cheating and crushing down each other; shopkeepers un- 
derselling and swindling; manufacturers scheming how to 
adulterate and make inferior goods; political men and 
parties sacrificing the people for place and power ; nations 
full of greed, are ever scanning the horizon to see what 
weaker power they can “ protect” and finally absorb. 

One naturally looks to religious bodies to purify the 
world, only to be woefully disappointed, for after 1800 
years of Christianity, we find hundreds of sects hating and 
opposing each other ; Bishops, professed followers of the 
Christ, receiving £5,000, £10,000, or £15,000 a year as 
salary in the tithe or State Church, blocks to progressive 
legislation, upholders of class privileges, and completely 
out of touch, or sympathy, with the people ; the unthink- 
ing congregations, following their lifeless leaders, lay aside 
their theoretical Christianity with their Sunday clothes, to 
start the week by practically grinding down the widows, 


the poor, the wealth-producing workers, and by generally 
cheating the million.

possible, a worse state of things, for most religious bodies 
had certain beliefs which they held as necessary to salva- 
tion, and, consequently, they persecuted, tortured and 
murdered by hundreds of thousands, those who did not 
believe in the same dogmas. Nay, even in this Nineteenth 
Century, different sects of the Christian religion still preach 
that those who do not believe as they do, will be everlast- 
ingly condemned, attributing to a glorious and loving 
Father, sentimeuts that would disgrace even an ordinary 
When man at last uses his great and 
God-given gift of reason, he wonders how he could, possess- 
ing intellect, ever have believed such trash; but when we 
remember that man takes in such teachings with his 
mother’s milk, and that priestcraft has ever taught man not 
to reason, but to believe, making him take all for granted, 
But, thank 


God, the dispensation of Reason and Intuition has arrived : 


we must admit extenuating circumstances, 


man and women are springing up here and there, acting 
out a practical religious life, giving of their life and sub- 
stance, and teaching by'example and precept, the Father- 
hood of God, and the Brotherhood of man. These reformers 
teach that man is his own judge; that the infinate Father, 
the glorious First Great Cause, is a God of Love, Wisdom, 
and Truth! that he has placed his children on the earth to 
gain experience, and that in each one there is a divine 
spark ; that man is not an utterly depraved, fallen crea- 
ture, and that to say so is to blaspheme the name of the 
Deity, the Maker of all, the Perfect One, Whose Love, 
Justice and Power are boundless; and that man is one of 
God’s noblest works. that he must progress up through end- 
less ages, till he become Godlike in his attributes, in short, 
a co-worker with the Father. They teach man to reason 
on everything, to use his intuition, to be governed in his 
opinions by no man, or book; to give his own inner life, or 
spirit, a chance to make itself felt; that man is only 
judged according to his talents or capabilities ; that no one 
is, or ever has been condemned to everlasting torment; 


If we turn to the past, we find, if ! that man in a lifetime (a speck of time compared with the 
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millions of ages that go to make eternity) could not possibly 
commit sins that would deserve such a frightful punish- 
ment. 


The “ Religion of the Future” teaches man that he had 
an existence before this earth-life; that he’was an angel, 
and innocent, and that an earth-life was nevessary for him 
to gain experience: so the spirit became joined to matter at 
the quickening, from which time the spirit andybody grow up 
together—the spirit gaining its experience by suffering, and 
by overcoming its physical surroundings and temptations, 
till what is called death occurs, which is really the dropping- 
off of the outer covering, or envelope, which returns to the 
elements, while the spirit, or real man, is attracted to states 
for which he has fitted himself, where there are spirits of a 
like affinity, and from whence he progresses upwards for 
ever. 


The Religion of the Future teaches that the Father does 
not condemn any of his creatures to torment, but that, even 
as the drowning man sees all the events of his past life rise 
before him, so we, on leaving the outward form, see all the 
actions of our past life in all their nakedness, which leave 
their mark on the spirit body, visible to all, but which 
disappear as the spirit progresses upwards. Our own con- 
science is our accuser—all wrong-doing as well as right 
action is sure to result in its appropriate consequences 
sooner or later; in suffering, or in joy, by the operation of 
laws inherent to our constitution, spiritual and physical. 


When these teachings are put into practise, men will 
recognise that the human race is one family or brother- 
hood, whose interests are for ever one; and hence that is 
the self-evident duty and interest of each not only to re- 
frain from whatever would wrong or harm another, but 
renouncing all merely personal claims, to live for the good 
of all, especially seeking to aid the unfortunate, the ignorant 
Men’s 
aim will not be to amass wealth by sweating the toilers, 
but they will reason, and learn that the air, earth and 
water are the gifts of the Creator to his children, that con- 


and the degraded of whatever class or condition. 


sequently the few cannot justly retain them at the expense 
of the multitude. Justice would say that it is contrary to 
right for individuals to hold land for ever. There is little 
doubt that all land will soon be held by the Governments 
(whether Imperial or Democratic) in trust for the people. 
Standing armies will be disbanded, giving place to a sup- 
ported Parliament of Nations. Men will go into the 
National Government with the end and aim to make good 
and just laws for the people, and will study the happiness 
of the great nnmber ; they will recognise the right of the 
. governed to choose their own government, hence Adult 
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Suffrage will be conferred as the birthright of the masses. 
Women will obtain their rights and place in the world, and 
every office will be open to them. The practical religious 
life will gradually harmonize the various trading interests 
which are at present in direct opposition to each other. 
Capital and Labour will become reconciled through dividing 
the profits from both on,some such basis as five per cent. in- 
terest to capital, then one-third to the proprietors, one-third 
to a reserved fund for insurance, pensions, sickness, &c. By 
these means the interests of all would become one, and then 
quality in goods, and workmanship, would be the aim of 
all parties. For some time back the tendency of the times 
has been to make millionaires or beggars, because owing to 
the greed and power of the capitalists, the numerous toilers, 
to live, have been compelled to accept almost any terms 
offered them. If, reader, you doubt this, read the evidence 
on the Sweating System. To pay man or woman twelve 
pence for twelve hours labour, may be right: according to 
the political economy, or the law of supply and demand * 
but it is not Justice, or in accordance with pure religion. 
Many may say: What has religion to do with such questions, 
but I say that in a perfect religion, Love and Justice must 
enter into every action, and that Reform and Charity, to be 
of lasting good, must go to the Cause of poverty and other 
evils. How long will it be, before we learn that happiness 
must be the result of the harmonious exercise of Wisdom, 
Love and Purity: One cannot but be struck with the 
similarity of the priesthood of the present day, and the 
Jewish of 2,000 yearsago. Then the chief opposition came 
from the over-bearing, faithless priest, who considered them- 
selves the successors of Moses, Aaron, and the Prophets— 
to-day the high priests, surrounded with luxury and com- 
forts, stand in the way of reform. They do not do the work 
themselves, but call men, wio are anxiously trying to uplift 
humanity—who are striving to make men use their reason, 
who are living a life of martyrdom for the truth—Infidels ! 
But while they warn the people from the pulpit to watch 
Spiritual Philosophers of India, 
Kgypt, England, and America, have laid their lives as 
presents at the feet of the Christ Principle.

In the evening the platform was 
occupied by Mrs. Groom who delivered a short but sensible 
address on the subject of the New Commandment: ‘“ Love 
ye one another.” Dwelling on the nature and application 
of these words the Lecturer adverted to the necessity of 
founding a political government on eminently democratic 


principles as the sole hope of welfare in a state. Until 


political men became less mighty in their own pride and 
less foolish in the extreme self-esteem of themselyes. Until 
they bound their hearts wholely to the people. Until they 
were contented less to be like painted dolls, praised and 
adored by the flighty, empherneral opinion of the world, 
and more like men and brothers. Until they were willing 
to do this, and live and die with the people in their 
happinesss and misery, they (the audience) would never 
gain from them the emulation of loving one another, but 
would catch, if they caught anything, the infection of quite 
an opposite kind. But we must learn to distinguish what 
is worthy of reward, from that which actually obtains it. 
The wealth of a nation lies in those who were least res- 
pected by the “superior faculty.” They who toiled and 
strained the thews and sinews of the body were the builders 
of the ease and luxury which the “superiors” revel in. 
The man who toiled was the one who placed upon his every 
effort to live a value which no man could gain nor need 
ever hope to gain in a less disagreeable mammer. The grace 
of the nation lay, therefore, in this commandment. ‘Love 
ye one another.” For if a man loves, he has sympathy, he 
is a brother to his fellows in thought and deed. He knows 
what is just and more justly acts upon what he knows. 
Foolish laws,ifoolish distinctions, and the like—the survivals 
of time gone and no more—will never be able to hold their 
weak sides towards the dazzling preponderance of the Current 
Thought and the Common Sense which eminently distin- 
guishes this nineteenth century. . 

Shortly afterwards the Lecturer concluded when she 
gave specimens of her powers as a Clairvoyant, in which 
the Chairman (Mr. J. Lament, M.P.A.) found what ap- 
peared to be an unusual accuracy.

WHAT IS A SPIMTUALIST | 


Tn its braad, literal, and ans sense, a, Spiritualist is 
ane who believes in a spiritual world and in the manifesta- 
tions of disembodied spirits to men still in the flesh; but 
this definition gives no idea of the character of the he. 
liever, ar of the significance and value of his creed, It 
includes the Shaker Celibate and the Mormon Polygamist ; 
the African Qbi-man, the Hindgo Fakir, and the Christian 
Saint; the sensual Idolatar, and the pious Mystic. It may 
mean only “ table-tuming and spirit-rapping ” ; and it may 
mean the communion of the devaut soul with its Creator, 
Tt may be, that even in its rudest, its lowest, and most 
perverted forms, the helief in spiritual powers, and an un. 
seen world which every man is destined soon to enter, is 
better than no helief in spiritual existence—no belief in 
aught save the animal body and its material surroundings. 
Tt raises its possessor abave the brute—above the animal 
nature and appetites common tq bath; and it contains 
within it the possibility of expansion, of correction, and of 
indefinite progress, But hetween Spiritualism in its lowest 
types and its highest ideal, how yast the chasm that is to 
he hyiaged over | 

If then we employ the word Spiritualism ag a common 
generic term, to designate all these diverse heliefy and 
moral states, it is the more necessary to discriminate as to 
theix seyeral grderg and yarieties; and if we take the name 
of Spiritual tg deting the sense in which we ave so, and. 
the mark ai which we alm, te clear away the fog will chi 
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has gathered round it, so that our position may be clearly 
seen, and that we may not be confounded with others with 
whom we possibly have little in common but the name. 


Every Spiritualist should, at least, consider for himself 
where he is—where he wishes to be—in the ascending, or 
descending scale :—the kind of Spiritualism he is working 
for, in what direction and whither it is conducting him. 
This duty will, I think, become the more apparent, if we 
glance fora moment at some of the different senses in 
which the term “Spiritualism” is now commonly em- 
ployed and understood amongst us. 


b 


Our newspepers, and the public in general, show clearly 
in what they think Spiritualism chiefly consists, in calling 
it “‘ spirit-rapping”’; and they evidently have little or no 
conception of it other than this term implies. Even among 
Spiritualists there are some who understand by Spiritualism 
only a somewhat wider range of phenomena—the direct 
manifestations of spirits through human media. M.Kardec 
and his followers, in this view called themselves “‘Spiritists,”’ 
and with this limitation of their creed, rightly so. To 
others, Spiritualism means attending séances, witnessing 
tspirit manifestations, and receiving communications from 
spirits. To others Spiritualism means the doctrines and 
he supposed’general scope and tendency of the body of 
teachings put forth by spirits, or by those who believe in 
the reality of communion with them. And yet, again, to 
others, it means not only the outward phenomena of 
spiritual agency, but the facts of spiritual influx which 
belong to the inward consciousness, and whatever conclu- 
sions are fairly deducible from those phenomena and these 
experiences ; and which they deem cover a wide field, are 
of great significance, and admit of varied application in 
relation to subjects of momentous interest. 


Spiritualism, in short, has different meanings, and is 
variously regarded by individuals according to their several 
characters and states. Here, as elsewhere, “ the eye only 
sees what it brings with it the power of seeing.” The man 
accustomed to regard things from the external, will see 
only and will care to see only the outward manifesta. 
tions of spirits; while the philosophic thinker will look 
beyond, and seek to discover the truths and principles to 
which they lead. He will try to gain from the study of 
them new insight into the affinities and laws of spirit and 
matter, and their bearings on the speculations of philosophy 
and the theories of science; which he may, perchance, 
conclude will need to be rectified. to meet the new facts

and the evidence of a new “force”? which reasonable men, 
attentive to what is going on around them, are beginning 


to take note of and consider. Again, to the student of

human nature and human history, Spiritualism, regarded 
as a body of facts, will show a new element In some of the 
difficult problems and obscure passages which these studies 
present, and which may go far to their solution. To the 
physician, it will bring new light on the causes of insanity 
and disease; to the artist, on the sources of inspiration ; to 
the jurist, on the value of testimony ; to the theologist it 
will supply new demonstrations of the great truths of reli- 
gion, and conclusive answers to the most formidable objec- 
tions brought against it; indeed, he will see that, more or 
less directly, it bears upon all the great questions of 
theology and metaphysics, Providence, Moral Freedom, 
Temptation, Punishment, the Future Life, Intuition, Thlu- 
mination, Inspiration, Prophecy, Miracle, Prayer. As in 
most subjects, so in this, the earnest student will find that 
the more carefully and thoroughly it 1s investigated, the 
more does its horizon open towards the Infinite. . From the 
observation of facts we advance to a knowledge of truths, 
and from these again to the understanding of principles. 
Spiritualism is something more than a theme for the 
exercitation of the intellect, and the gratification of an 
intelligent curiosity. In its full and true sense, he alone 
is a Spiritualist who strives to bring his life into entire 
harmony with the great truths which its facts demonstrate ; 
in whom these are out-wrought in the character, and their 
effects made visible in the home, in business, in social inter- 
course, in times of trial and of suffering, and in the daily 
affairs of common life. Such an one, so far as he realizes. 
Spiritualism, as it is embodied in him, is all of a piece, of 
the same web and woof throughout. He is not the creature 
of Time, but the heir of all the ages to come. He knows 
that the life that now is, shapes the life that is to be, and 
to endure through the evermore ; and he cannot regulate 
his conduct by merely temporal considerations. He has a 
higher ground of action than worldly prudence. He sub- 
ordinates desire to duty, his lower perishable appetites. to 
the nobler spiritual faculties which alone are his true per- 
manent endowment. Whatever opinions may cling around. 
the surface of the intellect, in the central point and core of 
character, the true consistent Spiritualist 1s thus Christian. 
—Christ-like; working out his highest ideal through all. 
the varied uses of a well-ordered life. ‘ 
While then, Spiritualism, in its elementary Sense, 1s 
simply the recognition of a spiritual world and of the facts 
of spirit-manifestation ; followed out to its Consequences, 1t 
has to the open, discerning, and truly catholic mind, im- 
portant lessons in science, art, philosophy and history ; and 
in its ultimate issue, its crowning development, 1¢ coincides 
with the highest Christian aspiration and endeavour. It is 
the life of God in the soul of man. To realize this, to 
aspire after this communion and blending with the Divine, 
is (in my judgment) to be a Spiritualist indeed 5--a Spirit- 
ualist of the truest, noblest type; and here Spiritualism, in 
its moral, its religious, its divine aspects, in its lessons and 
its influence, is open alike to all ;---the lowliest a8 well as 
the loftiest minds may be taught, consoled, strengthened, 
purified by it; made fitter not only for the present life, but 
for that fuller, that Eternal Life, for which God created 


man in his own image.

Lord Brougham, in his “Life and Times,” written by him- 
self, gives the following story :— 

“A most remarkable thing happened tome —so remark- 
able that I must tell the story from the beginning. After I 
left the High School (in Edinburgh), I went with G—, my 
most intimate friend, to attend the classes in the University, 
There was no divinity class; but we frequently in our walk’ 
discussed and speculated upon many grave subjects, 





among 
others, on the immortality of the soul, and on a future state, 
This question, and the possibility, I will not say of ghost, 
walking, but of the dead appearing to the living, were sub_ 
jects of much speculation; and we actually committed the 
folly of drawing up an agreement, written with our blood, 
to the effect that which ever of us died first should appear 
to the other, and thus solve any doubt we had entertained 
of the life after death. After we had finished our classes 
at the College, G-—went to India, having got an appoint- 
ment there in the Civil Service. 
and after the lapse of a few years I had almost forgotten 
him, Moreover, his family having little connection with 
Edinburgh, Iseldom saw or heardanything of them, or of him 
through 'them, 'so that all the old schoolboy intimacy had 
died out, and [had nearly forgotten'his existence. Ihad taken,

as I have said, a warm bath; and while in it, and enjoying 
the comfort of the heat after the late freezing I had under_ 
gone, I moved my head round towards the chair on which I 
had deposited my clothes, as I was about to get out of the

bath. On the chair sat G—looking calmly at me. 


I found myself sprawling on the floor, The apparition, 
or whatever it was that had taken the likeness of G—, had 
disappeared. The vision produced such a shock that I had 
no inclination to talk about it, or to speak about it, even to 
Stuart, but the impression made upon me was too vivid to be 
easily forgotten; andso strongly was Iaffected by it, that I 
have here written down the whole history, withthe date, Dec- 
ember 19th, and all the particulars as they are now fresh to 
me. No doubt I had fallen asleep, and that the appearance 
presented so distinctly to my eyes was a dream I cannot for 
a moment doubt, for years I had had no ‘communication 
with G—, nor had there been anything to recall him to my 
recollection; nothing had taken place during our Swedish 
travels either connected with G—, or any member of his 
I recollected quickly enough our old discussion

| my mind the impressiou that G—must have died, and that 
his appearance to me was to be received by me as a proof 
of a future state.” 

This was on December 19th, 1799. In October, 1852, Lord 
Brougham added ‘as a postscript,—‘“I have just been copying 
out from my journal the account of the strange dream. 
Certissima mortis imago! And now to finish the story begun 
about sixty years since. Soonafter my return to Edinburgh 
there arrived a letter from India announcing G—’s death, 


and stating that he had died on the 19th of December.”

Another usages is 
that girls go out for nine nights in succession before the feast 
into a balcony, and there repeat three Paters, three Aves, 
and three Glorias, with a prayer to St. John that record, 
his beheading. On the ninth night, at midnight, she who 
has prayed in earnest will behold a beam of light in the sky, 
on which the daughter of Herodias will be seen dancing, 
while a voice from the bowels of the earth will call out the 
name of the watcher’s future husband. Some girls mount a 
step ladder, and throw a slipper from the top, aiming at the 
next step below. As many steps as she misses so years will 
pass before her marriage.

Gipsies believe it unlucky to have their portraits taken, 
but they will allow it to be done if you give them a shoe- 
string. That this old superstition relative to the binding 
and loosing of ill-luck by the shoe-string should exist in this 
connection is curious. In the earliest times the shoe-latchet 
brought luck, just as the shoe itself did, especially when fill- 


ed with corn or rice and thrown after the bride.

Among the Scandinavians Time was supposed to come 
from the womb of Night, and therefore Night was called the 
Great Mother. Day was the son of Night. A passage in the 
Scandinavian Edda says that Night went first, mounted on 
her horse Rinfax, of the icy mane. Every morning, at the 
conclusion of his race, the courser watered the earth with the 
foam that fell from his bridle; this was the dew. Day fol- 
lowed, mounted on Sinfax, of the glowing mane, which 
lightened up the air and the earth.

Superstition has not forgotten the pin. Like other 


pointed articles it is “to be lent, not given,” and we are told 
in strains embodying equal measure of truth and the poetry :- 
See a pin and pick it up, 

All the day you'll have good luck. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. a law was passed enacting that 
pins should not be more than six shillings and sixpence per 
thousand. Pins were then a very acceptable present ;

SPIRITUALISM: WHAT IS IT? 


Reply to Mr. CARARO, 


In answer to his questions— 














LAWS—physical laws : laws in the true sense of the 
word—the various forms in which natural law or motion 
appears throughout the regions of infinite space can only be 
known unto man—or any intelligent being, necessarily cir- 
cumsized—in part. The phenomena or appearances of nat. _ 
ural law that take place within the region of the knowna.- 
ble—usuing the word in the widest sense of possibility—are 
the only laws of which he can be cognizant. But he can at- 
tain to a knowledge and understanding of the nature of phys. 
ical law from the conpliment of its pheasomena or appear 
ances that come within the range of observation and experi- 
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ment—progressive in efficiency with time—and that I con. 
tend is all that is essential to the inquiry. By analysis of 
the phenomena of physical law—i.e., laws—we at tainor 
may attain to a knowledge of their fundamental causes or 
cause—the primal law or motion. It would not be absolute- 
ly necessary to analyse all laws knownable in order to gain 
a knowledge of the primal law—understanding by laws the 
constant result of phenomena from special and definite cir- 
cumstances in this sense (all knownable) comprehending 
the most complex or secondary and the most simple or pri- 
mal (relatively). Once gained such laws would be infer- 
ently known from a correct examination of this environment 
thence the fruitful inventions of science and thus with its 
progress unity of law and the natural sequence of events be- 
come the recognized conceptions of men. Such a simplicity 
accords with reason. It might be objected there are phe- 
nomena or appearances such as those which characterize life 
which are not proveable by man to be referable to any known 
cause or causes and that there is a great degree of probabil- 
ity that they never will. It could be shown in reply tha; 
its physical origin and nature rests on a far greater degree 
of probability than many persons unacquainted with the 
niceties of scientific, or exact, investigation are disposed to 
concede and that there is no reason to go to any other much 
Its 


physical origin and nature is in harmony with an ever in- 


more hypothetical cause or causes for an explanation. 


creasing observation and accords with the essential character 
of physical law. We reason as bodies possessed of it 
in its greatest elaboration and cannot conceive its primitive 
_essence as it 1s embodied in the lower organisms. Many 
matters with regard to it are clearing up with the increasing 
instrumental powers of man and what was once obscure is 


now fully apparent. 


The distinction of natural law into laws is arbitrary but 


necessary to the convenience and progress of science. 

Although then man cannot know and understand all laws 
he can know and understand law which is all that, in this 
inquiry, is essential. 

1— WHAT IS THE PRIMALLAW!? Asall physioal 
laws are reducible to unity this question presupposes an ac- 
quaintance with a fair complement of the principal phenom- 
ena or appearances of physical law, the possession of a rea- 
soning faculty to conceive the possibility of their explana- 
tion to this effect and explanation on other views with the 
strength of argument bearing proportion to the state of sci- 
ence as I contend.. I believe that all laws are reducible to 
the primal law of motion; a property of matter concomi- 
nant with its existence which matter presupposes. The state 
of science shows that a certain compliment of phenomena 





as the recipient of outward impression or action, as light, 
heat, and sound are all reducible to motion. The reasoning 
faculty is unable to conceive the possibility of any other 
explanation (apart from the proof afford) than this recipro- 
cal action of matter, and the present state of science as con- 
trasted with its state half a century ago shows us that dis- 
covery is tending to prove it in all directions. 

2—IS THE PRIMAL LAW INTELLIGENT? It 
follows that I do not consider the primal law intelligent. 

3—DO YOU THINK ALL THINGS FORM WITH- 
OUT AN INTELLIGENT POWER? Since the earliest 
dawn of philosophy this has been a favourite argument and no 
doubt it is a strong and impelling one with those who use 
it—how very ably we all know. He who studies nature 
where she is seldom found without diligent search sees its 
force in stronger light. My belief is that they are formed 
without an intelligent power. I believe that all things re- 
sult by a virtual succession of laws and such a thing as 
might not conform to them never is orcan be. The reason- 
ing which man applies from his own act to the operations 
of nature, viz., that things wrought with a particular end in 
view presupposes an intelligent agent is invalid. In nature 
the end is the minutest division of time, i.e., his operations 
are continuous—unconceived. By reason of necessity a 
given action must immediately result, or become envolved 
from a given cause the graduation is continuous in either 
generation, or, a dissipation one succeeding or preparing the 
way for the other. J reason this way—lIf it can be shown 
that all things result from this virtual succession and inter- 
action of physical law and every law can be traced to its 
source—to the primal law of motion due to the existence of 
matter I contend that I am justified in believing all things 
as resulting from the force of natural law and nothing pure- 
ly hypothetical is necessary to be added to it. This is an 
old view, very old, and has been very ably combated in its 
way, but it is not down yet. Democritus and Epicurus un- 
der the haze of their times adopted it with certain fantastical 
n tions, on pure speculative reasoning ; those who adopt it 
now for the most part subserve this speculation to actual 
observation, for the time being. Indeed the s.ience of the 
ancients is very differnt from that of to day Pythagoras by 
his doctrine of numbers appears to have anticipated the dis- 
coveries of modern philosophers with reference to physical 


law but the influence of ancient teaching clouded an other 


wise pure conception. And such really unmeaning terms as 
“blind fate” “brute force”, very favourite epitaphs by the 
way are the more ideal images drawn from the psychic op- 
erations of the mind, with no actuality in physical opera- 
tions, and favoured by those whose conception of tle power 


exhibitant in complex laws which take place within ourselves land presence of natural law are too weak and misty to be

4—IF THERE IS NO HEREAFTER WHAT IS THE 
USE OF LIFE? A sentimental question. The use of life 
is to live ! 

You do not enlighten me by saying that God isa diffused 
essence, ‘primal law or nature.’ Nobody has, as far as I have 
yet met, a clear notion of this diffused essense although many 
cling to it as a subterfuge to protect them from invective 
excited by free opinion—more’s the pity. 

I believe that the spiritual manifestations of Spiritual- 
ism are the outcome of man’s pychical faculty alone and how 
ever wonderful they may appear they do not prove what is 
directly opposed to all knowledge of the Cosmos that spirit 
(a vague notion it is when analysed) exists apart from mat- 
ter or in any other than an organised form (animal) There 
is only one answer to two sides of the question—a plain af- 
firmation or negation. Considering that it is a question to 
which all knowledge more or less points it is not surprising 
that men of ability should be found ranging themselves or

As your Canadian Representative I deem it a duty, anda 
pleasing one it is, to send you a few lines avert spiritualism in 
Canada and what my experiences and impressions have been 
since reaching the Dominion in June last. On my arrival at 
Hamilton I was very fortunate in securing almost immediate- 
ly a situation as commercial traveller fora large manufacturing 
firm. This birth gave me a splendid opportunity of seeing 
something of the country, besides throwing me in personal 
contact with all kinds and conditions of people. Within a period 
of two months I had visited every town and city from Hamil- 
ton to Windsor (near Detroit ) and from Toronto to Montreal 
on the Grand Trunk Railway, and from Ottawa, via. Perth and 
Peterborough through the very heart of Ontario on the Cana- 
dian Pacific Road, westward to London (Ont.) 


Spiritualism on the whole is not so well known in Canada 
as I should have expected, true I found in every town persons 
more or less interested, but they had never dreamt of forming 
themselves into even a circle for personal investigation, except, 
at such large places as Ottawa, Toronto, Quebec, and Montreal 
where I learnt of many home circles. Everywhere I heard of 
persons who had witnessed unmistakeable instances of spirit 
presence and other manifestations, but being ignorant of the 
Philosophy were unable to account for the Phenomena they 
had seen. And so has it been in all ages, and in every country, 
the laws of the spirit wor'd are ever in operation, as even 
many other yet unknown laws are, but the ignorance of the 
world has prevented its inhabitants recognizing such to be 


the case. 


At Toronto I dropped across many earnest spiritualists,(some 

of whom gave me invitations to come among them) anxious 

for an association and a hall where public services could be regu- 
larly held, but the want of a medium or public speaker pre- 

vents united action being taken in this respect. Even the pri- 

vate circles had in many cases fallen through, because there 
were no spiritual teachers. Toronto is really a splendid field 
for operation, and the location of a good medium or platform 


speaker in this city would be the means of spreading the gos- 





pel of truth and enriching the population with spiritual en- 
lightenment. Kingston, Ottawa, Brockville, Hamilton and 
Peterboro’ contain sufficient spiritualists in each town to form 
a circle for investigation but the fear of clerical influence is 


the cause, I believe, of no action being taken.’ 


Business engagements have located me in Montreal the larg- 
est anl most important city in Canada. I had the pleasure of 
giving two trance lectures in public here on 4th August, 
which had the effect of rousing up the lethargic condition of 
many people to such an extent, that at the earnest desire 
of some of the more prominent spiritualists I gave up my posi- 
tion at Hamilton and reached Montreal on 81st August. Since 
that time my guides have delivered through me some nine or 
ten trance addresses on Spiritual philosophy, besides giv- 
The audi- 


ences have been large, attentive, and appreciative, and on the 


ing anumber of reliable tests of spirit presence. 


whole the result is very satisfactory. 


The great drawback I find to be isa general want of know- 
ledge of spiritual science. Phenomena is expected before even 
a knowledge of the elementary rules, which go a long way to 
govern the production of reliable phenomena. Ignorance of 
the laws of mediumship is I regret to say too apparent even 
among the spiritualists themselves. At some of the circles 
which I attended I found all kinds of persons present, some 
joining the circle and others leaving during the time the 
young medium was passing into the trance condition. Of 
course I gave instruction for future guidance, and trust that 
with a little more experience on the part of developing circles _ 
I shall be able to forward a more flattering report when next 
I write to you. 

There is every reason to be proud of the Religio Philosophi- 
cal Temple m2mbers in Montreal. Many of them are real 
earnest workers, zealous and enthusiastic, and I am fully im- 
pressed that the Cause will expant rapidly ; through looking 
at Canada as a whole it will involve a very large expenditure 
of labour anl very much lecturing before spiritualism can take 
a firm footing asa science and areligion. We require an uni- 
versal organization throughout the world, one united method 
of action for preaching: the gospel of truth and eulightening 


the people as to the facts of spiritual science.

6d. per week, and 1854 
gave birth to my poetic life; on Feb. 20th of that year I

year I composed four pieces of music. I made my first 
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telescope on February 19, 1856; and in May following 
began lessons in Latin, under G. Heeley, B.A. Feb. 25, 
1857 found me taking my first lesson on the violin under 
the tutorship of the noted Rabbi Bethold Albu. In J uly I 
became a teacher in the Mount Zion Sunday School. 

On June 16, 1858, I completed the making of my first 
violin. In August after, a friend printed my 50 “Rhymes 
of Youth,” I became a member of the Mount Zion Chapel 
(near Bond St., Sheffield), Sep. 30, 1858, and in the fol- 
lowing year read my first paper “On Light.” In that 
year (Aug. 25) I obtained an engagement, and went to 
work at Messrs. Boosey and Sons, 24 and 28, Hollis Street, 
London, while with this firm I followed my employment 
in the room where Lord Byron was born. 

On Dec. 26th, 1862, I was married, and in the alternate 
year (Sep. 4) I became a local preacher; in 1879 I was 
elected President of the Sheffield Emigration Association : 
1881 first saw my “ Alchemy and the Water Doctor” in 
print, and in 1883 I was sent to London by the Sheffield 
League with a petition for the defence of Constitutional 
Rights.

And these things caused me to think'and reada class of books 
too deep for my youth; and I neglected rest and pleasure too 
for books, until another turn in my life came in the winter of 
1850 while I sat alone in the house reading, close to a 
pleasant fire as the cold December winds whistled loud and 
drear, and the snow was firm and deep upon the ground, 
when a quick sharp rap and opening of the door startled 
me from ny book, and behold a stranger came in 
never saw before. He was tall and strong with a homely 
face, and anoble forehead of the Leo Type, and about 60 
years of age. Having told his errand, he looked at iy 
book and questioned me much, and asked me if I should 
like to learn more of the stars and their mystic nature. 
My answer was a cheerful yes, and afew days after he 
took me to the Sanctum Sanctorum of the Mystic Circle of 
the Star. It was a beautiful starlight night when he came 
again for me, and as we went upon our way.a set of Christ- 
mas singers sang sweetly a four part song of the Star of 
Bethlehem. And the impression left upon my mind was 
that a divine sympathy united the stars with the Birth of 
Christ. As the alto voice rang with the words, “For we 
have seen His star.” And on we went uatil we reached 
our destination, and IJ was introduced tothe President of 
the Star, who sat in an old carved oak chair, dated 1606. 
After a kind welcome they showed me rare books and a 
manuscript both old and worm-eaten in vellum illuminated 
with gold and Alchymical figures well written with much 
artistic beauty. And the furniture of the room was unique, 
with a round oak table with‘the signs of the Zodiac carved 
upon it, and three leaves which when let down formed the 
table into a trine, and on it was placed a black letter Bible 
and a velvet star with a crystal upon it.

Touch; isan importantisense & witness to the reality of things, 
for the eye may be deceived, without the aid of touch what 
would the blind do? By this useful sense they can walk the 
streets and read Impressed Books. The sense of touch may 
sometimes deceive us. If we cross the third and fourth 
fingers, and touch a murble with the tips thereof with our 
eyes shut, the sense of touch says we feel more than one.
